WATER. A constant supply of water is obtained from 2 boreholes 
situated in the now red sandstone at the Oak Farm pumping 
Station. The supply is sufficient and the quality is excellent. 
The water is discoloured by the oxidation of manganese and the 
Gouncil are taking steps to eradicate this by means of 
filtration plant.

= ly 660, This is 90% of the population. 

Rivers and Streams. The istrict on the South side is 
pounded by a watercourse which is at times discoloured by 
Colliery wash water from the Bunkers Hill Coal district and on 
the North side by a watercourse which is discharged into the 
River Dane. No contamination of this has been noticed.

substituted. 


SGAVENGING. This work is done by contract, which has been 
given annually for several years. This method has been 


Satisfactory the removal and disposal of all houses xe refuse, 
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inoluding Ashplite, etess, and the cleening of privies etc, is 
done by the same Contractor and very flew complaints have been 
received. Movable ashbins are being substitued for fixed. 
receptacles and except in a few isolated cases (such as large 
houses in outlying positions) these latter are non-existent. 
The present practice of using wooden bozes is being done away 
with and iron bins with covers substituéed. About 50 of these 


wooden boxes have already been condemned.
